In offering this volume of unpretending verses for cir- 
culation in the Institutions conducted by Religious, and 
among Catholics in general, we are actuated by a two- 
fold motive : the desire of obtaining means to support the 
poor, dear children under our care; and the hope of 
eliciting a new interest and a greater zeal in behalf of 
suffering childhood. 

No city in the world has done so much within the last 
ten years for the protection of its children, as New York ;

some other recent Institutions, may be pointed to as 
proof; yet the Catholic World, for November, 1872, tells 
us that there are still 40,000 homeless children in this 
metropolis exposed to every misery, “who tread the 
paths that lead to moral destruction with such rapidity, 
that hundreds of them are confirmed thieves or drunkards 
before they reach the age of twelve years.” * 

Yet every one of these forty thousand children is 
capable of being trained to Christian modes of life, to 
usefulness, to piety, and truth. Help us to help them.

What a joy to rescue a young innocent child from the 
haunts of vice and misery, and bring it up in ways of 
virtue and industry! Then, why are not the children 
rescued? 

Alas ! for want of means ; for want of money. 

Every little mouth must be fed, every tiny pair of feet 
must have shoes, and each one must be decently clothed, 
and these things cost money ; ever so much money, when 
you have some hundreds of little mouths to feed, and 
twice as many pairs of restless little feet to keep covered. 
We defy fashion, as far as we can , but we admit that the 
philosophy of clothing is something wonderful. 

You cannot teach a child to be self-respecting, well- 
mannered, and ready to work for a living, unless you 
clothe her properly; nay, you cannot induce her to be 
earnest in the practice of her religious duties ; whereas, if 
you take the most wretched and neglected little creature 
and clean and clothe her, you have done, perhaps, as much 
to improve her in moral sentiment as in appearance. 

Our aim, as Sisters of Mercy, is to catch the children 
before they fall into habits of vice, before they have been 
corrupted by the influence of evil example : and the chil- 
dren in our Institution are all of this class. 

We design to educate them respectably, to teach them 
useful trades, to train them up in habits of virtue and

pie^jfjjpd so to fit them to become blessings to society 
and models of good example among their friends. 

Every aid given to enable ns to accomplish this task 
will be highly appreciated, and no doubt amply rewarded, 
for it is one of the best of all good works ; one of those 
charities dearest to the Heart of that all-merciful Saviour 
who said: “Suffer little children to come unto Me, and 
forbid them not.” Ah! but the world forbids them; the 
world and the flesh and the devil forbid them in a 
thousand ways, and it is for you, Catholic people, — fathers 
and mothers of happy home-loved children, to help them 
to come ; it is for you, young men, young girls, with all 
life’s enjoyments, to brighten each hour of your existence ;

ASIA DEFENDS HERSELF. 

Good Mr. Geographer, let me explain 

(Though you seem to suppose I’ve a softening of brain), 

Tho’ I’m Asia, I’ll act like an Irishman here, 

And answer by asking a question : — ’Tis clear 
That I’m free to inquire by what sort of a right 
You complain that I sleep and am not given to fight. 
Your place is to question of rivers and bays, 

Of mountains and valleys, of quagmires and quays, 

Of deserts, oases, of lakes, and of seas, 

And they’re all at their posts as composed as you please. 
There’s China, Mongolia, the wild Tartar land, 

The desert of Cobi, the Himalays grand ; 

The flashing Euphrates, “the calm Bendemeer,” 

The Indus with waters so blue and so clear; 

And Syria, the beautiful, rose-loving land, 

Judea, where Mercy’s dear monuments stand ; 

Where Calvary preaches and Thabor inspires, 

And Sion seems thrilling us still with its lyres, 

Where Carmel is fragrant and Hermon is fair, 

And the Jordan is cooling the sweet evening air. 

Ah, Mr. Geographer, here at my heart 

Mankind had their birtli — and the dullest wits start 
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Into deeper existence, more earnest, more true, 

When the Asia of Scripture is brought into view. 

But excuse me, I’m leaving my province, like you — 
There’s Europe — she’ll find you out something to do. 

GEOGRAPHER. 

Yes, Europe, — I settled her up long ago, 

And named every river from Danube to Po; 

From frozen Spitzbergen to Cape Finisterre, 

The land is laid out like a fine lady’s hair: 

So, Europe, come forward, you surely should be 
The model division by land and by sea. 

EUROPE REPLIES. 

I should, I admit it — yet I must complain 
That I find it quite hard all my states to restrain. 

The poor Bay of Biscay is tired to death 

Keeping France from extending out seawards for breath ; 

And the Pyrenees try to grow higher and higher, 

To keep her from setting all Spain upon fire : 

Spain herself keeps the Mediterranean in fears, 

With her efforts to rush upon Fez and Algiers: 

The Apennines ache with their onerous task, 

To keep Italy still in the sunlight to bask, 

For the whole Adriatic can’t cool the hot air 
That is killing the life in her provinces fair. 

I see with regret every boundary line • 

That used to be sacred, now sadly repine — 

Why even the islands hemmed in by the sea

From poor Africa there, if my work is thus wrecked;

Can we wonder if Egypt is found on tiptoe? 

AFRICA. 

’Tis too hot over there to be jumping about, 

We’re as dull, as the strand when the tide is gone out: 
The Pyramids stand as they always have stood, 

And the Nile treats us still to its annual flood ; 

The Sahara is there just as sandy as ever, 

And the sun turns his back on it never, oh never! 

Here Congo and Zanguebar look to the seas 
From opposite coasts in the hope of a breeze, 

And old Ethiopia shut up in the centre — 

As well might you into a hot oven enter. 

Yet the tall camelopards and bounding gazelles 
Find out the green oasis, the fresh-flowing wells, 

Where, out in the solitudes, sandy and lone, 

A mantle of verdure is over them thrown. 

I pity myself — I’m a sinner, I know, 

I’m burnt up all the time, tho’ the tears often flow ; 

I’m awkward and dark, and my people are queer, 

Unlike any other of whom I can hear; 

My Kings are queer fellows, with feathers and rings, 
And my Beys and my Deys do a thousand queer things. 
That old Abder-Aman shut up in Algiers, 

Brought the French and their cannon to bother my ears. 
So though lazy by nature, they won’t let me rest, 

But gnaw like a vulture my sun-stricken breast; 

Aye, Frenchmen and Dutchmen and fat Englishmen, 

If I sleep for a minute, they rouse me again: 

So, Mr. Geographer, do not perplex me, 

If you ask any questions, you really will vex me. 
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America seems to be ready to face you, 

Don’t provoke her young blood, or you’ll find that she’ll 
chase you. 

GEOGRAPHER. 

Well, well, I’ll be lenient and let you alone— 

(I can’t work much myself in that great torrid zone,) 

The Nile and the Niger may go their own way, 

Darfur and Loango do just as they may; 

I’ll turn to America, fearless and wild — 

My youngest, my fairest, my favorite child. 

Come forward, my darling, and tell us how fast 
You diffused your hot life, through those solitudes vast : 
How you planted the wilderness, gave it a name, 

Made States out of prairies, States dear now to fame: 
From Davis’s Straits, down to Florida’s end, 

You’re my most energetic disciple and friend. 

AMERICA. 

I’m almost overpowered with the praise I so lovfe, 

And for which with such terrible vigor I strove, 

But to tell you the truth I have views of n*y own, 

If they are not by inward convulsions o’enthrown : 

You know I have splendid material hand,

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TULIP.

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THE MARTYRDOM OF THE MACCABEES. 



Scene First. — A hall in Jerusalem, where arms, banners, 
and warlike accoutrements are mingled with many evi- 
dences of Eajstem luxury . 

Present: 

Antiochus Epiphanes, king of Syria. 

Apollonius, one of the generals of his army. 

Lysias, a prince of the blood royal and a general also. 

Timotheus and Bacchedes, officers of the king’s house- 
hold. 

They endeavor to excite Antiochus to renewed cruellies, 
against the Jews . 

APOLLONIUS. 

Behold, great king, while earth and sea obey thee ! 
While age, and youth, and manhood hail thy name, 

While the wide Syrian Empire owns thy sceptre, 

And magnifies thy power with proud acclaim ! 

Behold, my king, these unsubdued Judeans, 

Sons of a strange, inexplicable race, 

They do defy thee ; and their proud Jehovah 
Reigns with a sway that shames thee to thy face. 

Shall it be told in Antioch the peerless, 

Shall it be told along its gorgeous streets, 

That thou art set at naught, thy gods dishonored, • 

Thy power defied, even on its judgment seats ? 

O Syria, Syria, land of sun and splendor, 

Glory of earth, and favorite of the skies! 

Look on your king, Antiochus! behold him, 

While a poor prostrate land his power defies! 

Shall we return to tell this tale, where evening 
Wooes to thy bloomy bowers thy dark-eyed maids ? 
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Hearing this news, methinks I see them weeping 
With haughty shame beneath thy palm-tree shades. 

For now the Jews deride m and our arms, 

They recognize a power to us unknown ; 

From whom even thou, O king ! but hold’st thy power, 
And who can blight the glory of thy throne. 

Arise and crush these wretches thus presuming, 

Subdue them — bend their knees before thy shrines : 

This earth-renowned Jerusalem shall own thee, 

Or from this day thy royal sway declines. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Fool ! — thou art raving. Am I not the master, 
Monarch, and ruler of this ancient land ? 

Are there enough of men of Juda living, 

Against my will one single hour to stand ? 

Have I not trodden down their haughty spirits, 

Have I not quenched the fire within their hearts ? 

They dare not name the God they inly worship, 

Dare not ’gainst me employ their wisdom’s arts. 

LYSIAS. 

Hear me, my king! Omnipotent, supernal 
Would be your sway o’er all this Eastern world, 

Were but this people, who despise your sceptre, 

Into destruction’s vortex quickly hurled : 

Why, old men trembling on the grave’s dark precincts, 
Are brave enough to laugh your laws to scorn ! 

Like Eleazer who defied our power 
And died rejoicingly this very mom. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Aye, but he died ! We slew him in his frenzy, 

And left our names recorded in his blood : 

What Jew will now refuse us his allegiance 
Here, in the presence of that cnmson flood I 
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LYSIAS. 

Not him alone, not but his grey-haired folly, 

But even women and their children dare 
Despise the great Antiochus — defy him — 

And count his mandates among things that were. 
Even women! Why those maidens of Judea 
Would die in multitudes before they’d kneel 
One moment at our shrines — hatred, and horror, 

And loathing for our worship — all they’d feel. 

TIMOTHEUS. 

The land of Abraham is surely conquered, 

But not his sons, for still our power they brave ; 
Jordan flows seaward, shadowed by our banners — 
But can they stay the rush of one free wave ? 

Thus mind is free,— the Free Eternal Spirit 
Made it His Image and His shrine to be. 

You cannot chain it. Mind will ne’er be conquered, 
Most mighty kiug and master, even by thee ! 
Therefore these girls defy us! men and children, 

And women with their babes, are proudly brave: 
The soul within them will not own your shackles, 
The God they dream of reigns beyond the grave. 
You will not conquer them, but will be conquered ; — 
Pardon my truthful love that won’t endure 
Defeat for him I honor. Leave this people 
Their old traditions and their creed so pure : 

Still let them follow Abraham and Jacob, 

Still wait the coming of the Promised One, 

Still live in their antique, ideal day-dreams — 

In all things else, thy slaves they’ll soon become. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

How have I heard this council to its closing ? 

Man ! do you dare tell me I must give way 
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To old men, little children, simple maidens ? 

Name them and let me look on them, I pray! 

BACCHTDES. 

My liege, ’tis true. A woman worn and widowed, 

But with a band of noble-looking boys 
Who call her mother, and seem sons of princes, 

Has scorned our gifts as vain and empty toys ; 

Nor trembles at our threats, nor dreads our fires, 

Nor fears to see those children torn away 
From her maternal bosom to be mangled, 

Of desert beasts the mutilated prey. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

They do not fear me ? Dread not death and torture ? 

Bring them before me : let this woman stand 
Here in my presence! You shall see her worship 
The gods of mine and of my father’s land. 

They do not fear me ? I have sacked their temple, 

Built by the guidance of inspired men, 

And rent its veil and seized upon its treasures, 

And made its sacrifices cease. Again 
Must I renew the reign of terror, 

And quench rebellion in rebellious blood. 

Bring in these wretches — they despise my power, 

And theirs shall swell the deep-ensanguined flood. 

Scene Second. — Enter Corah, the mother of the Macca- 
bees, led in by two rude soldiers , who place her "before the 
tribunal. Her sons are brought in immediately after. 
They are manacled, and are driven roughly forward. 
Menethai, the oldest of those present, rushes to his 
mother and attempts to support her , but is hindered by the 
fetters on his hands. He , however ; places himself in an 
attitude of protection at her right hand. Benjamin, 
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being very young , is without fetters, and seizes his mother's 
robe , dinging to her, as if for shelter . Reuben, Ihbar, 
Nathanias, and Issachar are placed behind the 
others and close to them . — Antiochus speaks: 

These are but boys. They do not know their peril. 

The father of my people, I should feel * 

For youth entangled in romantic meshes, 

And with its follies leniently would deal. 

Thou art the mother of these youths. A mother 
Has sacred instincts: she would save her own. 

Offer with them sweet incense at that altar, 

And they are safe as my imperial throne. 

CORAH. 

Alas, my lord, I should but work their ruin! 

They are the children of my God, not mine! 

They may not violate His dread commandments, 

Nor offer incense at an alien shrine. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Fool that I was, to reason with a woman! 

The sight of blood will shake her courage soon: 

These boys know better than to die for nothing — 

In its first years, life seems a priceless boon. 

Come forward you who seem the nearest manhood ! 

But say you honor Astaroth and Baal, 

And own Antiochus your lord and master — 

Thou shalt be free — thou and thy brethren all. 

MENETHAI. 

If only treason against God can save them, 

Then they must die, must perish by my side! 

A little life is a slight thing to offer 

To Him whose glory is our star and guide. 
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ANTIOCHTJS. 

We’ll make the offering for you. You shall perish 
By some unheard-of death, some pang unknown 
But to the torturer’s art. For this proud folly 
Thy heart’s best blood poured out shall soon atone. 

MENETHAI. 

King! you are master here. Your will is potent; 

Yet can it not o’ermaster mine. And I 
For my Creator, Lord, and Sovereign Master, 

For His dear law and love, am here to die : 

My life is His— His glory is my standard ; 

For it to die is to attain true life, 

Therefore my heart is ready, and I fear not 
The martyr’s death — the sacrificial knife. 

ANTIOCHTJS. 

The boy is mad ! but soon the sight of torture 
Such as we deal in here shall make him tame ; 

Let him die many deaths— make him the terror 
Of all that worship this Jehovah’s name. 

. EXECUTIONER. 

How shall we torture him, most clement master ? 

Decree his fate, and he shall meet it soon. 

By fire or sword, or suddenly, or slowly, 

So slowly he shall count life’s close a boon ? 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Babbler, begone, and do your cursed office ! 

Devise new agonies, as you know how ; 

Torture him slowly, and be sure to spare him 
When he consents to Baal the knee to bow. 
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MENOTHAI. 

God of my fathers ! by their faith I swear it, 

Ne’er shall I kneel to honor aught but Thee ! 

God of my fatherland ! death would be glory, 

If that dear land it could at last set free. 

Oh, by the memory of the faith of Abraham, 

By Isaac’s love, Jacob’s prophetic lore ; 

By our sweet mother Rachel, — Ruth the faithful, 

By all the patriarchs and priests of yore, 

Help the old land! Dear Lord, Almighty Father, 

Renew thy covenant, protect Thine own : 

Destroy these pagan tyrants. Let our sorrow 
For all our sinfulness and pride atone. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Lead him away to torture, to destruction! 

Shut that insulting mouth with molten lead ! 

Bring out the desert-beasts and let their craving 
With the hot blood of his base veins be fed ! 

He is seized and hurried off by the executioners. 

Scene Third. — Zebulon, the oldest of the family, here 
rushes into the hall , having met in the vestibule the officers 
who dragged his brother to the torture, and having been 
directed to his mother by the words of Menethai, who 
called to him as he 'passed. Overpowered by his feelings , he 
does not even notice the presence of the Icing , but leaning 
j against a column for support in his agony , addresses his 

mother: 

Mother ! my own loved mother ! mother gentlest, 

Most honored, best-beloved, and most dear! 

O mother, mother ! have I fondly sought thee 
Only to find thee in this place of fear ? 

Friend of my heart ! sister as well as mother, 

Are my hands helpless that they cannot aid 
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Thee in thy dread, dark sorrow ? — Am /living, 

And thou to death and agony betrayed ? 

I that have known no sorrow, no heart-rending, 

But thy kind voice hath soothed it ; and thy soul, 
Responsive to thy child’s, hath drawn it gently 
Within the circle of thy sweet control ! 

Ah, mother, mother ! all the past is with me, 

Its agonizing throes, its wild despair; 

O sovereign lady of my life, how often 
Had I been lost but for thy tender care! 

Our years were full of torture : life came ta me 
Just when the sorrows of our land were worst; 

It brought me but a dower of desolation — 

Thy loved hand held me from being ail accursed. 

Why must the chain that bound our hearts be broken ? 

“ That bound,” I said ? — that binds and binds for aye; 
That holds our hearts together and will hold them 
Till life’s poor light is quenched,, — its feeble ray 
Lost in the splendor of eternal day. 

Then let the torture come — death do its utmost ; 

Let pain life’s utmost energies o’ertask, 

But, Lord, take Thou our mother’s gentle spirit ! 

Save her from this brute death ! ’tis all I ask. 

Let no rude hand approach her : close her eyelids 
By some sweet doom, and then we are Thine own. 

My brave boy-brothers ! let their young blood flowing 
Win them a place near to Thy glory’s throne. 

He clasps his hands in an agony of prayer and is silent. One 
of the executioners , at a sign from the king, who had im- 
patiently expected an appeal for mercy, while the martyr 
spoke, seizes and binds him. He is immediately 
dragged to tlie sacrifice. Reuben is then brought 
forward, and the remaining brothers press close to 
their mother , who had sunk on he?' knees during the 
prayer of Zebulon, and. evidently prays herself Lysias, 
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directed by the king to endeavor to intimidate the martyr , 
speaks: 

Now then, young Israelite, bow down and worship 
The gods your king commands you to adore ; 

Bend that proud head and sacrifice to Baal, 

Or mingle yours with your vile brother’s gore. 

REUBEN. 

Oh freely let it flow ! and freely mingle 
With his, the glory of our house, its pride ; 

Like him, I worship but the God of Jacob: 

Lead me to him — he cannot yet have died. 

Fain would I die with him, my glorious brother, 

So stalwart, and so noble, and so true : 

These are but boys, they acted at our bidding; 

Spare them, and let the victims be us two. 

Ah, my heart softens as I gaze upon thee, 

Mother, with these thy children at thy side : 

Spare them — they cannot die so full of beauty ! 

Mercy should be to monarchs as a bride. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

Why, we should gladly spare their lives and freely ? 

’Tis you who write their sentence, boy, not wc ; 
Place them before the shrine of Baal Peor 

With incense in their hands — and they are free. 

REUBEN. 

God of my fathers! thou behold’st them kneeling, 

The last, the very last of all our race; 

For Thee they come to die, our God, our Father, 

And for the glory of thy dwelling place 1 
Thou art a man, Antiochus— a mortal; 

A higher law than thine was made for me : 

I die for love of Him who gave me being, 

Not at the fiat of a thing like thee. 
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ANTIOCHUS.

APOLLONIUS. 

'My lord and king, this process seems too tedious! 

Art thou not weary of this sickening scene ? 

Yon brother-fools begin at last to tremble, 

I’ll place them where their compeers just hare been ; 
Then let them choose the death they seem to covet, 

Or own the gods we worship and adore. 

[In a low voice. ] 

Are they not noble youths, so proud and fearless ? 

I would give countless sums to win them o’er. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

It is too true ! There’s more of truth and honor 
Within their hearts than kindles in their eyes. 
Accursed laws that keep aloof such subjects ! 

The very gods they’re made for I despise. 

I am their master. They must own my sceptre; 

I’ll make them worship even things of dust, 

Such as their flesh is made of, if I please it: 

Bow down and honor me they shall, they must. 
[Addressing the Martyrs. ] 

Life is yet young in these hot veins : bethink you 
Of the long years of glory you may win 
As soldiers of Antiochus. Let Juda 
The tide of misery she courts drink in. 

Choose ye a better fate: be men, not madmen, 

Wildly to sell your life-blood for a dream, — 

An old, effete, absurd, uncompromising, 

Self-sacrificing faith, that knows no mean. 
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Speak ! I see reason reasserts her power — 

Say you are mine. Bend but to honor me — 

I represent the gods and all the powers: 

Speak but one word of fealty and you’re free. 

IS8ACHAR. 

Blood of my brethren! Ah, you call too loudly; 

We cannot hear a meaning in the voice, 

That spake your doom; the voice that vainly bids us 
Embrace destruction as our spirit’s choice : 

Yes, haughty Syrian! life is young within us, 

And the strong spirit of our fathers free; 

Free, though our limbs are shackled, we can bend them, 
To death for God’s dear love — but not to thee. 
Mother, farewell ! we meet where death comes never, 
Beyond the confines of time’s surging sea ;

BACCHIDES. 

First try the boy. He’s obstinate ; I see it 

In the dark gleam of those proud Hebrew eyes : 
Young as he is, he’d trample on our standard — 

The might of all our armies he defies. 
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There is no way to crush these Jews but kill them ; 

They only fear dishonor, only dread 
To sin against Jehovah. Thus you see them 
Rejoice the while they go to join the dead. 

But let us try. This people will despise us 
If even a child we cannot force to yield ; 

I’ll offer him dominion, power, glory : 

Tell him his country he may save and shield. 

[Addresses Benjamin.] 

Come, boy of Israel! another Joseph, 

Perhaps in Syria's palaces you’ll reign. 

Even as he did in Egypt! Life, and splendor, 

And power, and glory you may yet attain. 

ANTIOCHUS. 

We would not crush so fresh and fair a flower, 

We would not stop the beating of that heart; 

Nor cast to cruel beasts a life that only 
Begins on earth’s fair scenes its pleasant part. 
Come, then, and worship Baal — ’tis but a form: 
Fling but the incense on that leaping flame, 

And cast away the trappings of your people, 

And seek the glory of a Syrian name. 

BENJAMIN. 

Alas, my Lord, I love my own Judea, 

I love her flowery valleys and her hills : 

But I must die. Death calls me to my brothers. 
Death! What is death? Its name my bosom chills. 

BACCHIDES. 

Aye, what is death ? Say rather what is torture, 
And shame, and infamy ? for all are yours : 

To die the prey of some huge forest monster, 

This is what folly like your own insures. 
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BENJAMIN. 

0 my sweet brothers, did ye die thus torn ? 

Did the wild beasts delight in your hearts’ blood ? 
Would I had died the first! Alas, my mother, 

Let me die here, and now — here where they stood. 
CORAH. 

Respice ecdum ! Oh, look up, look onward ; 

Onward to where heaven’s radiance lights the day. 
Respite ccelum ! Chosen one of Juda, 

Look up, and take to heaven your glorious way ; 
Look up, look onward. Death is nothing real: 

The spirit never dies ; the life but leaves 
Its fragile earthly dwelling for a little — 

’Tis but a foolish grief for this that grieves. 

“ There was a voice in Hama: Rachel mourning 
Because her children were no more.” But I, 

1 say to thee, my youngest born, my last one — 
Heaven is in view. Be brave, be calm, and die. 

[Speaks to herself in a low heart-broken tone .] 

He is so fair. That face is like a story : 

I see in it the beauty of them all. 

My young fair boy, my only one, my darling ! — 
Dare I those words of daring faith recall ? 

O, my sweet child ! that nestled in my bosom, 

A little while ago with such a love — 

How shall I let him go ? My blessed children, 

Pray that your mother’s spirit soar above; 

That she may gather up her best affections, 

Blent as they are with her heart’s inmost life, 

And make of that warm heart a bleeding victim, 
Plunge in herself the sacrificial knife. 

APOLLONIUS. 

We’ll do it for you: don’t be too heroic;

Are the dead leaves already scattered o'er thee, 

Has life so soon cast off its thin disguise ? 

Back through a hundred scenes of joy and sorrow 
Flashes the busy memory that is mine ; 

In each the torch of love I see thee bearing. 
Lighting my life with that dear smile of thine. 

My sympathizing child, deep-hearted, gentle, 

With few to share the treasure of thy love, 

How much heroic truth thy gay heart sheltered, 
How much to fit thee for the realms above ! .
